Superiuteiident Willis, of the street 
car line, was on Fowler's car, and was 
cut and bruised on the leg, butnotaeri- 
ously. He says both niotormen did all 
they could to stop their earn, and that 
Fowler is a heru, staying with hin car 
and refusing to ,iuini). Both cars were 
found with braken tight set after the 
collision. Fowjpr wa« taken to hi.s lunne 
in the east end in the patrol wagon. 

About 7 o'clock tM saiiit' evciiim; a 
car became uiinianaf,'» a!)lo on tlie heavy 
Washington grade, ran down to Second 
and around the curve at a frightful 
speed. Three ladien were hurt by jump- 
ing from tlie car. Had they staid on 
they would have escaped uninjured. 

Miss Minnie Schwartz, of the East 
End, was so seriously hurt that she has 
been unconscious ever siiu;e, and lies iu 
a neighboring boose, to which sho was 
taken . BflT mfftflM aSB inlht head and 
spine. 

Mrs. Barney WillianiH, of the East

alias "Reddy" Ziegler, a ward constable 
and e:t-deputy sherilf of Schuylkill 
county, ehi)t Willian Kepley, agetl 
thirty-six, at midnight, Saturday night, 
killing him almost instantly. Kepley 
and his wife and brother-in-law were 
on their way home and when in the 
neighborhood of Zieyler's house met a 
party of intoxicated young men who in- 
Bultetl them, whereii])on a (|iiarrel en- 
sued. Ziegli-r, lieaniiK' the disturbance, 
ran out with his revolver, threatening to 
shoot some one if they did not move on. 

Kei)ley, it is said, made some re- 
marks, when Ziegler caut,'ht and sliot 
him, the ball entering the mouth luid 
coming out at the hixne of the brain, 
causing death in a few minutes. Ziegler 
gave himself up to the jiolice and had a 
preliminary hearing ye.sterday morning. 
He was committed to j.'ul, but lias ap- 
plied for H writ of habeas corjms hear- 
il^f which will take place today. Ziegler 
ia known hereabouts for his hasty 
temper aud brutality, having a most 
onsavory record as an oflicer of the 
law. 

COLD BLOO DED ASS ASSINATION.

Chkyennb, Wy., Oct. IX. —News has 
jast reached here of the cold blooded 
asaassinution of two men in the Big Horn 
conntry.

TueyiWere ordered confined in jail at 
Buffalo and after being disarmed and 
tied to horses, started to that place in 
cushxiy of ofticers. Five miles out of 
Bonanza, a party of men from aiubush 
covered the officers with their Winches- 
ters and ordered them to ride ahead. 
They did so and the following morning 
returned to find Bedford aud Burch rid- 
dled with bullets and their horsee dead 
beside them.

a gang of workmen were engaged iu 
repairing a wall in the sluiceway ot

thirty feet high, toppled over and buried 
seven men in the ruins. 

Contractor George Seigfried, aged 
fifty-eeven: Michael Manaell, aged tifty- 
five, and Michael Conroy, aged fifty- 
two, were instantly killed, their bodies 
being crashed out of all human sem- 
blance. Patrick Martin and Patrick 
Conroy were so fearfully injured that 
they died while being taken to the hoe- 
pital. John Bums and Owen Crannie 
were injared slightlv. All five of the 
men who were killed leave large fam- 
ilies. The accident was caused by the 
andermining of the wall by the water 
in the raoewiy.

Lafayette, Ind., Oct. 17.— As the Big 
Four passenger and mail train, duo here 
at 7:40 o'clock Saturday evening from 
Indianapolis, was palling <^t of Qark's 
Hill, fifteen miles from heie,'aB attempt 
was made to rob the mail oar.

The baggage master, hear- 
ing the shot, palled the bell and stopped 
the train, when the fellow Jnmped off 
aad OMM* hU-eteane.

Heavy seas 
broke over her deck houses, lu re8i)onHe 
to her guns life-savers launched a life- 
boat and, after a hard struggle, took off 
the seventeen men of her crew. The 
James was loaded with timber. Last 
accumite rtitsd fhaft slia was going to 
pieces.

TWO OF TRB LATTBR WILL DIE 



The Accident Ocenrred In Pittsburg and 
Was C a us ed »y tk» laaMMy offaSMor 
Xaa to Stop His Oar oa a Moop Orade. 

Ustof tho Tletlmt. 

PlTTSBURO, Oct. 17.— Daring a Repub- 
lican parade Saturday evening a Wylie 
avenue cable oar ran into the Eleventh 
Ward Marching olnb, killing one man 
and injuring fonr others, two of whom 
will die, 

Tlieir names are; 

Henry Apel, aged sixteen years, stand- 
ard-bearer of the National Military 
band, instantly killed. 

Ward Rutfner, aged eighteen years, 
musician, both thighs crushed and in- 
jured internally; dying at midnight. 

Henry Schnitzer, aged fifty -six years, 
musician, legs crushed and injured in 
ternally: will die. 

John Bailey, aged twenty-two years, 
nieinl)er vt Hlleventh Ward Republican 
club, bailly cut about the head, and it is 
feared hurt intt^rnally; dangerous. 

John Guenther, aged twenty-one 
years, musician, seriously hurt i^XNlt tiie 
legs aud back; will recover. 

The accident was caused by the ina- 
bility of Charles Gledhill, motorman 
on car No. 64, tO Stop th* car OD the 
heavy grade. 

The club was marching. doiWB Wylie 
avenue, to take part in the general 
parade, and had reached Townsend 
.street, when struck by tho car. Motor- 
man (iledliill rang the gont; and applied 
tho br.ikeJ, but it WiW Uheless, and l)e- 
fore till' men could get out of the wa;- 
the car ran them (lown. Young Apei 
was caught under the wheels and misheii 
to death. '1 he others were pushed aud 
dragged several yards before the brakes 
were controlle<l and the car st()pj)ed. 

An indignant mob (juickly surround 
ed the car and threatened to lyncli 
(iledhill. but he juiu|H>d through the 
car window. He was arrested an hour 
later at his home by tJlticer William El- 
more, and H now locked up in the 
Eleventh ward station hoOse, tO await 
the coroner's investigation. 

VICTIM OF SWI NoTERft 

Consol General of Koaador Arrested. 
Gluwc«d with Vovgory. 

Niw York, Oct. 17.— Domingo L. 
Raiz, the white haired oonsol general of 
Ecuador, who waa arrested on Saturday 
on a charge of forging the signature of 
Gustavo I'reston, a South American 
merchant, to two notes for ^l.OOO each, 
was arraigned in court yesterday and 
held in #2.o(M» bonds. 

During the brief proceedings before 
Justice Ryan the fact leaked out that 
Senor Ruiz, who is in his dotage, has 
been for some time in tho hands of a 
band of C(mspirators who have fleeced 
him out of |;:!o,0()0. In their greed for 
more money these rascals induced him 
to endorse the two ,|l,00() notes. The 
principal in "le conspiracy i.s Mrs. Ber- 
tha Laws, li..- adopted daughter, who 
lives in great style at y:20 West Eud ave- 
nue. Consul (ieneral Ruiz's friends s.ay 
he was hypnotized by the woman, anil 
has done Mr bidding icg tha past nv. 

years. 

It is also lisserted that Mrs. Laws is a 
shrewd sharper, who has lived in luxury 
at his exjiense. This woman lirst Ije- 
canie ac(iu, iiited with Senor Ruiz 
through an advertisement, at the same 
time his wife was in this country, while 
his daugliter w.xs travelling in Euroi)e. 
He advertised for a housekeeper, and 
Mrs. Laws, who was then i)lain Bertha 
Krudstadt, of Stockholm, Sweden, an- 
swereil the notice and was soon installed 
hou.sekeei)er. She ([uickly ingratiated 
herself, and iu a few weeks made him 
lielieve she was his daaKhter by a 
woman other than his WUs. Shahas 
been arrested. 

SHO PS BURN ED.

Jersey City, Oct. 17.— At 1 o'clock 
Sunday morning fire broke out in Theo 
dore Smith and Brothers' boiler aud nia 
chine shop at Hudson and Essex streets. 
The flames spread to Wallis' iron works 
adjoining aud thence to Pavid Birdsall's 
boiler shop, J 'rown A MWsr's maobine 
shop and William L. HeTnlgar's ship 
carpenters' shop. 

Nearly the entire fire department was 
called out, and eight Pennsylvania tugs 
rendered eflective service on the river 
front. Smith and Birdsall's shops were 
completely destroyed. The others were 
badly damaged. The loss is estimated 
at |125,U()0. aud is covered by insorance. 
Tbe iudividnal loaies could not he ascer- 
tained.

CHARGED W ITH EMB EZZLEMENT. 

A BoproecntotlTo of tho Eondoa Illne- 
trnte^ Xew* Arreeted In New Tork. 

New York, Oct. 17.— Charles A 
Wliite, rt';iresenta*ive of tlie Loridon 11 
Idstrated New.-i, was arrested in this citj 
on Saturday, cliarged with the embez 
zlement of .>")(), 000. The charge is pre- 
ferred by his wife, formerly Mrs. Nnirle, 
who resides iu Chevenne, Wy. Wliitt 
was taken to the JeiTerson Market court 
and remanded: he will be extradited. 

White, in t)ie first instance, was alsc 
chaxged witn his wife with having kid- 
naped her si.\teen-year-old son, Gfeorg* 

H. Nagle. with ulterior designs upon 
his fortune. Telegrapliic dispifchef 
were sent Superltitendent Uyrne^ by hei 
attoniey.s that the lad was bein;; secret- 
ed at the St. James hotel in this city, 
and upon their subsequent corrobora- 
tion by the Cheyenne chief of police twc 
detectives were detailed on the ra.-^e. 

When they called at the St. Jamet 
for the lad. however, thev learned that 
White had left for Rock Island, Ills., 
and that the boy hud Ijeen sent to hit 
mother. This waa about a month ago, 
aud nothing was heard in the mattei 
until Saturday, when the sheriff of 
Cheyenne arrived with requisition 
papers and a warrant under which 
White was arrested on the emhsade- 

meiit charge. 

White, it ajijiears met Mrs. Nagle, a 
wealthy widow, about a year ago. while 
both were visiting Hot Springs. The 
acquaintance soon culminated in mar- 
riage and White, as Mrs Nagle alleged, 
obtained from her shortly afterward, by 
threat and duress, )$15,000 in cash and u 

gromisosy note for i)!7.'»,()00. In addition 
e embezzled from her i!t4n,))iK) worth of 
stooks and lx)nds and immediately upon 
disposing of these, fled. 

White, ou the other hand, allege.s that 
his matrimonial consent was purchased 
forilOO,WO, of which but {^l."),OU() wai- 
paid in cash; the balance was to be paid 
as soon as the widow could convert bet 
securities. It was for the purpose of se- 
curing this balance. White says, tliat 
Mrs. Nagle gave him her noteferfTS,- 
()00 and ample collateral secu ity. 

CENS US BULL ETIN. 

Oii« IkniioiI on tho Ooiiibliied Tostilo In- 
iliiHtrl<'4 of the l'iilt«Ml State*. 

W.\siiiN(n oN, Oct. 17.— The census bu- 
reau hius issued a bulletin on the com- 
bined textile industries of the United 
States for the census year 1890 which 
willattaot jndaMl attenttoa. The in- 
crease ol sinr ttinufabt^M sinoe ISeo 
was most striking, being 1 18.7S per oent. 
in the value of the prodnots. The in- 
crease in cotton mannfMotures ranked 
second, being il9.Sl per oent, and the 
wool maBuiotaies third, being 89.8» 
per cent. 

The increase in the entire textile in- 
dustry was as.m per oent. The rdativa 
rank in importance of theee in4ustries 
has been ohimged. The wool manafkot* 
are in all its oranoes, inoluding all de- 
scriptions of hoderj and knit goods, 
now stands first, with gross products 
valued at |887,768.524. Cotton ia second, 
with pioduots valued at $267,981,724, 
and silk manufacture third, with prod- 
acts valued at $87,296,458. 

The actual increase in the valae of 
products was |70,51S,811 in wool, 175,- 
S91,614 in cotton and |46.m409 in silk, 
tho total increase being without a paral- 
lel in any country. There were 248 es- 
tablishments engaged in dying and fin- 
ishing textiles separate and apart from 
eetaUisbments which dye and finish 
their own products. The capital invested 
in these was i|i40,270,.')70, employing 20,- 
067 hands and paying ;i;U,917,011 in 
wages. 

The value added to the product of the 
textile factories by these establishments 
amounted to |28,900 5G0, a decrease of 
118,898,860 as compared with 1880. The 
decrease was on account of a great re 
duction in the cost of dyeing and finish- 
ing through improved ineth^s esti- 
mated to be equal to iiO per cent. 

ENCARNACION GARZA ARRESTED. 

A Ilrother of tli« .Mexicnii Kt-viiIutloiiUt 
Kow ill Cuatody. 

Lbwutok, Tex., Oct 17.— Enoanut- 
don GNtrsa, the younger brotiier of the 

Mexican revolutionist, Catarino Qarza, 
arrived here by steamer yesterday from 
Key West in ( ustody of Cantain Joseiih 
.Shely, the iiotod ranger, oy whom lie 
wiis arrested on' Wednesday last, lb- 
was taken to San Antonio last night, 
where he wUl be tried foT vioUtlaa of 

the neutrality law. 

Captain Shely has been on the trail of 
Garza since his brother, .Sheriff Hhely, 
of Starr county, was shot by a band of 
revolutionists some weeks ago. Ho 
reached Key West Oct and found a 
grand celebiation of tiie anniversary of 
the dei laration of Cuban independence 
in full blast, and Encarnaciim Uarza in 
gay uniform and nodding plumes, march- 
ing at the head of a procession of over 

I, r)()() Cuban sympathizers. 
Keinaining quiet until tho festivities 

were over. Captain Shely etfected (Jar- 
za's arrest next morning and Wetlnes- 
day left by steamer with hiin for this 
place. Oarza had l>een in Key West 
since March 10 last. Ho had not con- 
cealed his identity, but was, on the cun- 
trarv, actively at work organizing a 
bana to invade Cuba. He lived in the 
house of Pedro Lojiez, one of the 
largest and wealthiest cigar manufac- 
turers. 

Garza's chief concern upon being ar- 
rested was that he might Ijo turned 
over to the Mexican authorities, 
which would mean speedy death, but 
upon being assured that he would be ac 
curded a fair trial in an American court 
he accompaii ed Captain Shely without 
further objection. He states his broth 
er, Catarino, is not now on American 
soil. 

ShxlbtvuIb, Ind., OotT 17.— Ahio 
Zeigler, the notorious oharsoter who 
trlwl to murder his wife about a month 
ago, by shooting her twice, came Into 
court Saturday and on a plea of guilty 
Judge Hackney gave him twelve years 
in the southern prison. The sentence is 
just and rids the city of a bad character.

Uia refer- 
enoet to Democracy's itandan^bearers 
were greeted with applause. This is a 
remarkable campaign in one sense, said 
the speaker. For the first time in the 
history of the country, the nominees of 
the two great political parties had had 
experience in the office of President. 
Democracy had recognized the voice of 
the people in selecting Cleveland ; Har^ 
rison's nomination was hirgely brought 
about by an army of office-holders, and 
the plutocrats of the c6untry. 

Two years ago there was a political rev- 
olution in the country, and the iiepubli- 
cans were swept from power in the lower 
House of Cr.ngress. The issues in the 
present campaign are the same as the 
issues in the Hgbt tiro years tfo— the 
Force bill, the tariff question and an 
honest, economical administration of the 
Government. Democrats were fighting 
for a reduction of taxation and for free 
elections, and he believed they would win 
in November. He referred to Judge 
Oreaham, Judge Cc^ley and Hon. Wayne 
McVeagh, a member of Garfield's Cab- 
inet, the recent notable converts to De- 
mocracy, as evidence showing the drift of 
the political current. Mr. McCreary de- 
votetl mcst of his time to a discttSSion of 
the FoDce bill and the tariff. 

Comtiessman Faynter followed in a tell- 
ing speech, and was as enthusiastically re- 
ceived as Governor McCreary. The latter 
returned to his home at Richmond Sat- 
urday night and speaks at Danville to- 
day. He has a number of appointments 
to fill during the rest of the campaign. 
Although he lives in a rather close dis- 
trict, yet he is so popular that he rarely 
ever has opposition. One has only to he 
in bis oompnay a few hours to get at the 
secret of his popularity. He is a splen- 
did conversationalist, and has Sf OOrdial 
greeting for every one. 

Oongrsesman Paynter, Judge Harbe- 
son and Coinnionwealtli Attorney f^allee 
made a canvass of Bracken County last 
week, Slosing at Chatham Friday night. 
They spoke at Johnsville, Foster, Berlin, 
Milford, Brooksville and Chatliam, and 
their reception at each point was in the 
nature of an ovation. Bracken Demo- 
crats are well organized and campaign 
clubs met the nominees at nearly every 
point, with drum corps or band, and the 
speakers were escorted from place tp 
place. They are loud in their praise ol 
the Bo^en Democrats. If there is any 
dissarod^ In (hat eednijr^'iEe nom- 
inees failed to hear of it.
